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REMARKS ON THE SOWING AND MANAGEMENT OF FLOWER SEEDS. 


Flower seeds may be sown in the open border in April or may, as soon as 
the soil is in a fit condition. Some varieties will not bear transplanting, and 
will therefore require to be sown where they are intended to bloom. The 
greater part, however, are best sown in nursery beds, and transplanted, in damp, 
cloudy weather, to their blooming quarters. 


Many annual varieties are very attractive for winter decoration in the green- 
house or conservatory, when sown in pots in summer or fall. For sowing 
pots, a mixture of loam, leaf-mould and sand is most desirable, the very fine 
seeds, such as Calceolaria, Petunia, &c., being merely scattered on the surface 
and pressedinto the soil. The larger seeds may be cevered from one-eighth to 
one quarter of an inch. 


The same remarks apply to serving in the open borders as well. 


A cold frame in a shady situation is preferable till the seeds are well up, 
when more air and light may gradually be given, till at length they are hardy 
enough to stand the fullsun. When large enough transplant separately into 
small pots and finally into blooming pots, keeping them as near the glass as 
possibie, to prevent their becoming drawn up and unhealthy. 


The lover of flowers, inexperienced in their cultivation, often finds that the 
seeds which he has sown do not vegetate. Hence he blames the seed, and 
consequently the person from whom he obtains them. Well, my friend, did 
you ever notice how Nature sows seed? She scatters it upon the surface of 
the ground, and trusts to the rain and like agencies to give it a slight covering 
with earth. She does not dig holes of half an inch to an inch or more in depth 
to bury the seeds no larger than a pin’s head. Do as she does, and sow shal- 
low, previously pulverizing the earthas fine as possible, and your disappoint: 
ments will be fewer. 


Dig deep, pulverize finely, manure well, cover your seeds lightly, and you 
will succeed. 


CALCEOLARIA sow in July and August, if but moderate-sized plants can be 
accommodated through the winter ; but if plants are required for specimens, 
sow in June. 


To ensure success in the raising of seedlings, it is requisite to attend to the 
foliowing directions as nearly as possible. The seed should be sown in pots, 
prepared in the following manner : the potto be half filled with drainage, over 
that rough sifting of the mould, and the surface covered with soil as fine as 
possible, half of which should be composed of siiver sand. When prepared 
thus it should be watered with a fine rose, immediately after which sow the 
seed carefully without any covering of soil. The pots should then be placed 
under a close frame or hand-glass, in a shady part of the garden, no artificial 
heat being required. They should be shaded until they are ready to be picked 
off (say when they show three or four leaves) in pots prepared as before, and 
when of suitable size, potted off singly. 


CINERARIA are more hardy in their growth, and require somewhat less care 
than the above, but for them the same treatment will suit. 


3ALSAMS for early flowering, may be sown in the hot-bed, in March and in 
the open ground the last of May, or the first of June. 


ASTERS sameas Balsams, only they can be sown earlier, in the open ground 


Pansies, PHLOX DRUMMONDII and VERBENAS may be sown in April, in 
the open ground, or if early flowers are desired, they can be sown in the hot- 
bed, or in boxes, or pots, in the window in March. 


The descriptions of seeds are given as described by the grower, and as de- 
scribed in the foreign catalogues.
